ETIQUETTES OF GRIEF.

There s nothing in which peculiarities and
differences of charioter show themselves more
sirikingly than in the variety of ways in whioh
peoplo take their griefs, By griefs, we menn
those sorrows which are the resull of some be.
reavement. There is no ono whose heart 1s 8o
dead to all regard for others, or so absorbed by
selfdove, that there is not pome one object the
joss of which would plunge him into the most
profound grief, Every ouvo bas his tender side,
s well as his wenk point, Some poascer A
groater number of interests than others, bul
every one has something, a husbund, o wife, a

child, or & friond which occuples his thoughts
and coare, the presence or luss of which makes
Mfe s pleasure or a blank. It s quite true thut
sype heart knoweth its own bitterness,” and
that no one can properly estimate the tr'ia.lu ol
his nelghbor, or caloulate beforehand how any
one will conduct himseif under afffiction. You
eannot argue upon it nor sately draw any i
ferences op the subject, It is onoe o1 the myste-
nes of the human beart which no oue can solve,
und, belng so, it is as unfair as it 18 parrow-
minded to suy that this or that person does not
feel ko strongly as another pecause his conduct
or expression does not tally with certain luws
or ru{cn which we may have bliosen to Iny down
on the matier, It i85 quite possible to argae
both ways on & subject of this kind; bat
it 18 mot sale O pronouncE Upon Buy one as
really deficient in teehing because he does not
set aecording to our notions of the way in which
we believe that we should ourselved aet under
simllar oircumstances, We are not lawgivers,
and have no right to lay down rules for others
in such matters, especinlly as they are beyond
the reach of any law.

A great griel often changes the cliarncler
s0 wonderfully that we are nol able to recog-
nize it again, Like u veil, it hides from our sight
the expression with which we have grown fumi-
Har and are wont to look for; or, like blindness,
it takes the light out of the eyes that used to
shine brightly upon us, We have known in-
stances ol pereons who wera the gayest ol the
gay, on whom the ordinary trials of life could
make no impression; who have seemed to live
in the present, and to be the life of the circie in
which ;‘hey moved; who had no eare, no thought
for the morrow; apparently without any specinl
interests, because the whole world was to them
as an metrament ol sweet musie, which was
always ready to respond to their slightest
touch, sud about whom 1t would have been dithi-
cult 1o predicate what would or would not touch
them. We have known such struck down by an
overwhelming grier. Death laid his hands on
some treasure which they scarcely knew how
much they prized, and of which they always felt
secure, beeause it was slways there; the reaper
eame and carried oif the flower they loved, and
in & moment the heart was frozen, lce-bonnd
with grief, The sunshine had gone out ot their
lives, and had leit them to grope their way in
the darkness, From that moment they were
changed, transformed nlmost beyond the power
of recognition,

Others, again, have lived for years in the sel
fish enjoyment of {be blessings which sur-
rounded them, have culpably neglected those
who have been the ehiel ministers to their com-
fori, treating them with seltish inditference, and
showing but little if any regard for their happi-
uess; and when death hns deprived them of the
eompamonship of one whose unselfish, un-
wearied, and patient love chiefly conduced to
their comtort, they bave bewatled their loss in
censeless tears, and have exhibited the most
overwhelming sense of their beresvement, and
have quite taken the world by surprise al thetr
poignant grief, betokening an  affection for
which no one gave them credit, There have
been men of great reserve who leel acutely, but
the outward sigus of whose joys and sorrows do
not lie on the surface. No one supposes
them 1o be capuble of any great sensibility, and
iet they sutler acutely; grief gnaws into their

earte; they go on thelr way silently but deeply
mourning over the graves of their dead, Even
they who have been exceedingly demonstrative
In their affectiuvn towards a beloved object will
sometimes occasion the greatest surprise to
their friends by the manner in whien they be-
have under aifliction, They will speak almost
lightly of the dead; will comment upon the last
moments; repeat over again and again the last
words; deseribe the last looks; and even discuss
the appenrance of the body as it lles shrouded
in its coflin, They will speak of themselves
&8 ‘“‘crughed,” “anpibhilated,” and ‘*desolate” in
tones and saccents inconsistent with such lun-

ruage. They will take the greatest personal in-
rest in the arrengements for the funeral; will
act a8 4 kind of master of the ceremonies, or
ehlef undertaker; or will be strict in thelr in-
t“:ily how everything went off; and will demnand
the most exsct and detalled account of the pro-
ceedings of the day, aud the remarks that were
muade; aud will take an evident pride in the
regpect that may have been paid to the memory
of the decensed.

Others, again, who have seemed to live only

in the presence ol some beloved one, will shrink
from the very mention of the name; will never
suifer it to be uttered in their presence, much
less ever allow it to escape thelr own lips, [t is
almost a8 if gome disgrace were attached to It
a8 if something of dishonor and shame were
associated with t, Itis folded up In the past,
never to be unfolded again; or erased, as if a
sponge had been tukon to blot out the nume for
ever. And yet itis not really forgotten. The
beloved name is enshrined in the heart, trea-
sured up there like withered flowers within the
Iraves of some preclous book, or like the relics
which the devout pilgrim bonors. There are
they also whose love Is beyond all dispute, who
take an entively opposite” hine, and can talk of
nothing elee, It 1sthe unvarying thome of tnelr
conversation and their letters. Ifany attemot is
snade to divert the thought into some other ochan-
nel bearing more wpon daily Iife anud the blessings
that remain, thoy ingeniously manave to make
them drift back again to the subject of their
sorrow, Every sorap of writing fsl produced,
tobe réad agnin aund wgain; every incident is
narrated till sympatuy ie almost worn thread-
bare, and the overindulged grief becomes a
monomnnin.  We are stiangely copstituted
beings, often, in extremes, moved n various
ways by our passious and afections. 1t is quite
intelligible that a violent shoek should, for u
time, almost unhinge the mind, and drive |t
into eocentricities; aund It s, therefore, the
more unfulr o judge aud condemnp harahly any
form which sorrow may take that 1 not alto-
gether in uuiton wilh recelved customs. We
cannot griecve by rule aod messure, Small griefy
are lond, but great ones siill

‘Angry hearts grieve lond awhile,
Broken hearts nrée dumb and smile,”

Luaghter comes not from profound joy, nor
weeping from deep sorrow. It is trae thattears
and sorrow are iréquent compaulons, but rarely
in their bighest excesses, and therefore there fa
peothing more fallacions than the outwird sights
of sorrow. 'The chances are, that the affliction
which ghrinks from publicity, seeks to be in-
wiuible, and avoids cerémony, 18 more troe nnd
deep than that which finds its solnce fu that
oubward dlaplay which jnvites the comment
of the world st large,

It dlways appeared to ue as peculiarly hard
that our gracious Queen was al one tune oen-
sured ror‘“:dulglnu her sorrow. 1f uny one had
grealer cnuge than soother to mourn, It was
she, Placed by Providence in an exalted and
trying position, ehe needed all the support snd
ald that an intelligent mind and & fasthial,
loyal, and lo\’iuuhhurt could afford. Nosorrow,
care, or anxiety had hitherto entered her howe,
which was the verydype of domestio felicity.
Buddenly the greatest of all possible trials befell
her, at a time when the age of her children
made & father's hand and counsel sll the
more necessary; and who could blame her that
she did not mouru by rule? that she still pe-
weres and honors the wmemory of one for whom
the whole nation wept? There have heen
tharm in humblerjeank, ubit, equally sorel
n-k?,‘wlm have mourned all' the days of thefr
life, and who oan never bring themselves 1o
discard the symbols of their desolation, or to
return to the world as if it still possessed oy
charme . for them, They prefer the quiet of
their own home cirole, and no ove guestions
their tight to Indulge [thelr preference; bl

then It must be acknow/edged that society
by no direot_and positive clsim upon them,
It in ove of the penaltios of the most exalted
rank, ihat lhn:{ who ocoupy It munsi, 1o s cor-
tain exlenkr?u n resiraint upon their nafgral
desire for privacy. In ber gradual appro Lo
ber former Iife, lot us deal gently rurloﬂnely
with our Queen, as » child would towards n
parent, thut she may know that we understand
oud ocan aﬂnmlnh the great saorifloe she s
making of horsell for the publie good, and that
wo are folly scpmble that hoaman pature (s the
snme in all-<that the stricken heart of bhotn riel
r::dhpoor alike need repose snd time Lo rocover

il

There is, however, one sapect of this subjeot—
the expression of grief—with which we con.
fers 1o bave very linde patience, We
allude  to certain  etiquettes  which, In
many Instances, are followed to an absurd
extent, There are some persons In the world
wuo cannot exist without sxtisfying themeelves
that all they do is enregle. We have known in-
etnnces in which when the death of a relation
hns becn anpounced, for whom he snrvivors
hud no teoling bat that ofdislike, that they
think it necessary to s=hut themselves up In
Lhelr rooms, as if they were overwhelmed with
affiiction. They go through the farce of pre-
tending 1o & sorrow which sil the world knows
they do not feel. Heirs who never cared for
those from whom they inhert, think it peces
sary 10 go thiovgh certnin formalities. A
brother who has  supplanted us  in
our birthright, or in the affections of
FOme one on whom we were dependent, and
who has plotted nguinst us to his own advan-
tage and our injury: & child, whose disobedi-
ence and want of atflection has been the trial
and torment of our lives; a mother, who has
forsaken or neglected her children: and o wife,
who hus been the bame of her howme, cannot
onuse the eAme sorrow and regret ss those whose
fnithlulness, tender eare, dutiinlness, unseltsh-
ness, [and uprightness have endeared them
to all who have been associated evith them.
And yet no distintion s made: the same eti-
guettes are observed, the same retirement from
tlhv world, the same expressions, the same lan-
pusge s udopted in both Instances. We do not of
courre, refer 1o the oustom of wearing mourn-
ing, which Is & rule which eannot be dispensed
with: nnd, =0 far, etiquette may serve us in
good stead, when it prevents our proclaimiug
too plainly to the world the estimation in which
we hinve held our deceased relatives and friends,
It 15 sald that “'blood i thicker than water,” that
ties of relationship bind more stropgly than
other ties. It may be so where the mutunl
obligntions of relationship are cheerfully ful-
filled, but certainly uot where those obligations
have been neglected, set at nought, and contra-
dicted through life,
“To be wrolh with one we love,
Dotli work madness in the brain"
wnd ties of relationship are worse than without
force, when ull the aftectivn, Kindoess, aud con-
siderntion which they are supposed to repre-
sent, are vot only wanting but reversed,
Two rather nbsurd and smusing Instances
oeeur Lo us conueeted with the subject of etl-
quettes of griel. One was that of a parish clerk,
who was called upon to take part In the funeral
obsequies of one of our country maguates,
The clergyman, huving been somewhat dis.
coneerted by the apparent backwardness of
the elerk to make the responses, which, when

he did muke toem, were not in h'ns_uutml
tone and wanwer, but rather as if he
were  suffering  from @ severe cold, in-

quired, after the service was over, whether he
was 1ll. The clerk both looked and expressed
astonishment ut being 80 interrogated, The
clergyman explatned, and added that he woe
afraid he was sndering from a severe cold. The
clerk instantly drew down the corners of his
mouth, aud suid, n the same spuilling, lachry-
moge tone, thut he was not ill, but that he
thought ;m s duty to sppear affected. The
other was that ot alady who had recently be.
come 4 widow, She bud nol been congpicuous
for tidelity or conjugal affection, and wheu she
saw some ol her busband’s relatives for the first
time after his death, and observed or thought she
observed them scanning, with looks of disappro-
bution, her uncovered head, forestalled wll re-
mounstrance by saymg, with a sigh, that “dear
Tom" bad made ber promise she would not dis-
tigure herself by wearing that hideous bead-
dress called s widow's cap; **dear Tom," she
well kuew, wus not s man 1o know or trouble
bhimsell about sany woman's dress when he was
alive, and it was not likely that his rest would
pe disturbed by the tuought that his lovely
widow might be disflguring hersell by wedring
the sign of her widowhood,
It continually happens, duripg & London
geason, that a whole family is shut out from
soclety by the deuth of o relative for whom
they never cared, and whom some of them
never beheld. The rule of etiquette has en-
acted that no one shall mix io society till after
a cortain time has elapsed atter the death of a
relative, and o kind of graduuted scale as been
tixed, varying sccording to the degrees of rela-
tiuue-ixip. Any infringement of this rule is
severely commented upon, and the transgres.
sorg are depounced as unieehng, indecent,
beartless, and many other things vesides, A
mother who has several daughvers to dispose ol
—or perhaps it may be only one, but thsdt one
on the apparcut verge of a proposal from a
muost eligible parti—is sometimes suddenly shut
out from soclely by an etiquette which demnsnds
ot her o retirement from the world for a
season, on account of the death ol a relation
for whom none of them ever cared, or hud any
reason to regret, aod she has perhaps to bear,
n  addiuon, toe upcertainty whetner the
unxiously expected marringe will ever ‘“‘come
ofl, " the course of trae love having been inter-
rupted at a eritical moment. Instances might
be multiplied ad imfinitum, exposing both the
meonveniences ana absurditles whoich result
from a compliance with the rigorous laws ol
etiquente, There are people who think it io-
decorous, ut such times, to mest the differsnt
members of their family at dinver, but manage
to ger over their grier at tea time, and bave
little coteries in their bed-room or satting-room;
or who thivk it bonoring the dead to darken
one of their windows for a twelve-month with
a huge unmghtly hatchment; and who consider
mutes; and au assemblage of mourning coaches
and private carringes, indispensable appendages
of griefl. The oustom of people sending their
rivate carriages closed, me thelr representa-
ives, to tollow in the train of a funeral proces.
siom, is certainly one of the sleangest muging-
ble. 1u fuct, ull funerals ju this country have a
gomewhat pagan aspect, owing to the power ot
etiquette, which pas preseribed whut shall or
shall not be done, and which scarcely any one
dures to resist.  When the heurt 18 bowed down
with grief, and slleutly pleads to be ler alone,
the undertaker hus it all s own way, wnd
hatbands and searfs of silk and craps swell the
umount of his bill, and help to muke the solemn
ceremony & proit to bimself, The clerk eets
another breadib for his wile's Sundsy gown,
and the clergyman's wife or deughter a new
silk apron,

The tendesman complies with etiguette, and
puts up a shutterin honor of 4 decessed patron,
which also serves us an adverbisement to the
living, und counciliates tue survivors, After
the lapso of u certain time, during waich
the reiptives mourn, or are supposed to
moury, In private and retirement, cards
ol thunks for kind inquirles are sent
out, which are mosnt to  express
that the mourners are well disposied to other
society than thear own,  In shott, from first to
H:‘&' etiquette has prescrited, with & gurprisin

niteness, all the minutie of the aymboly .mﬁ
expressions of griel; 4o much 5o that an amosing
gnecdgf.e has been toid, perhaps more ben tro-
vato than true, o1 & lndy who went to one of the
great mourning warehouses in London, snd, on
mentioning what she required, was politely re-
que<ied by ane of the shopmen'to go farther on,
“This, msdame, is the light giiliction depart-
ment; the heavy beresvement is further on."

The result of &1l this system of etiquette Is
that, while Invidiouruess may be avolded, thert
is a cousiderable smount of unreality under-
iylog the whole question. A ecombinstion of
triend und relstion Is of tulnite value; s bess-
g to be prized, and 16 be bewalled when
lost; but it s possible to have a friend whose
love, Jike Jooathan's tor David, surpassed the
love afl women; or a d.uﬁh‘ﬁhh‘l-liw ke E‘-“h'
whowse loye and loyally prompted her to say 10
her mothor-in-1nw, *Where thot gosst 1 wil) 201
where thou dieet 1 will die, nnd there will 1 be
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buried, Thy people shall be my people, and
thy tod my God."

No outward expresslons of grief can ever saff.
cientlyrepresent Lhe sorrow which (heir loss musl
oceasion those who are called upon to pear it,
ant who are properly sensibie of it, It ls when o
deep and overwhelming sorrow comes upon us,
that all minor considerations are 1okt g:fhl of.
The heart that is really strieken has neither in:
chnatlon nor time W dwell upon the host of
little things which ocoupy those whose grief
are only skin-deep.— London Somely.
